When Talmage was in ken- 
tucky this summer, Governor Blackburn was 
at some pains to entertain him as he thought 
the chief executive of the state should do.

The Grandson of the Nu! ifier on the Future of the 
Negre and the Ls bor Question, 
YorK, September 13.—John C. Cal- 
houn, of South Carolina, a grandson of the 
famous statesman, of the same name, and 
who is now a resident of Arkansas, was a wit- 
ness before the senate committee on laborand 
education this morning. He was callea to 
testify in regard to the condition and _ pros- 
pects of labor in the south. He stated that 
since 186% he had been engaged in cotton 
raising in Arkansas, and had abundant op- 
portunity of observing the condition-of labor 
at the south. The laborers in 
the Mississippi valley, said the witness, 
were entirely agricultural. Few white men 
were employed, as they soon became either 
land owners or tenants. The condition of 
the negroes was good as compared with that 
of afew years ago. There was three methods 
of employing laborers—for wages, working on 
shares and as tenants,*. There was no country 
in the world where greater liberality was 
shown to the laborer. The large farmers, be- 
sides furnisbing the laborers with shel- 
ter, fuel and other advantages, divides 
the gross proceeds of the crops among his 
employes. Under this system thrifty and in- 
dustrious laborers ought to hecome soon jand 
owners, but the negroes are so indolent that 
they fail to take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties offered them. They will only devote so 
mucb of their. time to work as will enable 
them to procure the necessities ot life. Under 
the renting system the best land in the coun- 
try can be obtained for eight or ten dullars 
an acre, and with a rental a good 
many privileges, On his own 
farm the witness _— practiced all 
these methods of employing labor, but pre- 
ferred the tenant system. It was his object 
to raise the standard of the colored laborer to 
that of the small white farmer. This couid 
only be done gradually on account of the 
extreme poverty,of the negroes. A large por- 
tion of the cotton crop was now raised by 
small farmers, and the number of these was 
increasing every year. Therelations between 
the planters and their employes were 
friendly and harmonious, and _ there 
was little danger of  . etrikes, 
The laborers felt that they -had an interest in 
the soil and that a strike would be as injuri 
ous to. them as to the employers.**There was 
a much greater cendency tu a conflict between 
the races than between labor and capital. 
The witness thought the interests #f the 
southern laborers would be furthered by es- 
tablishing a state industrial school, and by 
the elimination from federal politics of the 
sucial negro question, leaving its solution to 
time, and by a reduction of taxation. For 
inany years the negroes regarded themseivesias 
the wards ofthe government, and it.were 
well forthem to knowthat they shouM ex- 
pect no more from the government than the 
whites, and that their future depends upon 
their energy andindustry, Nothing probably 
would contribute so immediately to their 
prosperity as aredu2tion of the tariff. Wit- 
ness gave a description of the agricultural in- 
jJustry of Arkansas. He thought the south 
offered the greatest inducements to immigra- 
tion. The race feeling was dytng out; and if 
the south were Jteft to itself there 
was no more danger from it. Capital 
could then find secure investment. Ot 
future of the negro race, he had great bopes. 
In politics the hegro vote was not so solidly 
republican as many in the north supposed. 
Many voted with their employers, not from 
cvercion but by preference. Witness favored 
government control of the-improvement of 
the Mississippi. He suggested that the former 
cotton tax of seventy million dollars should 
be appropriated to the education of the ne- 
groes in the south. As to the rest, the states

THE GALLANT CaROLINIAN’S RE- 
TURN FROM THE POLES. 


Lieutenant Gerlington’s Proteus, in Search of Gree« 
ley’s Polar Expedition, Gets Crushed in a Pack 
of Ice-Safs Re urn of the Voyager- 
Storms Along the Coast. 
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“St. Johns 
It is my painful duty to report the total 
failure of the expedition “OLeEHS, Was 
crushed in a pack in latitude seventy-eight 
degrees fifty-two mit 

four degrees twenty-five minutes, and sunk 
on afterioon of the 25d of July. My 
party and the crew of the ship were all 
saved. I made my way across Smith souns 
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along the eastern sbore to cape York, hencl: 


across Melville bay to Repernavik, arriving 
there on the 24th of August. The Yantic 
reached Uppernavik on the 2d of September 
and left the same day, bringing the entire 
party here to-day. All well 

THE REPORT OF THE RESCUERS. ‘ 

The following report from Commander 
Wilde, of the United States steamer Yantic, 
with regard to the failure of the Greeley re- 
lief expedition, was received to-night by 
Commodore English, acting secretary of the 
navy. “St. Joun, N. F., September l5— 
Hon, Wm. E. Chandler, secretary of the na- 
vy: The United States steamer Yantic has 
arrived, bringing Captain Pike and the crew 
of the Proteus, Lieutenant Garlington and 
the Greeley relief party;all well. The steam- 
er Proteus.was crushed in ice six miles north 
of Cape Sabine, July 23d., The crew and re- 
lief party, after depositing the records at Lit- 
tleton island, and Pandora harbor, retreated 
south in six boacs to Upernavik, suffering 
much hardship on Melville. bay. 
The Yantic reached Littleton 
island, August, 3d, without much difficuity, 
found the records, and immediately proceeded 
southward. We searched the coast and island 
thorougitly down to Sounder’s islands. The 
ice pack then closed in and could neither get 
around nor through and was obliged to retreat 
under the lee of Northumberland island 
August 9th. The southward gale having 
loosened the pack, I was able to get through 
and continue the search of the coast. About 
Cape York was filled with ice packed close. 
Could not get through within twenty miles of 
land. On August 10th, having ice in all di- 
rections but wind southeast, we proceeded to 
Upperravik. We sent tifteen days’ rations 
to Lesinsake andj a whale boat to 
Cape Shackelton. On the twenty-second 
sailed for Coolmire, thence to Godhaven. 
Thirty-first— Lieutenant Caldwell arrived ina 
launch from U pernavik, having been thirty- 
nine days in the open boat. Had separated 
under orders at Cape Ygrk.. Sailed the same 
day day to Upernavib, Found the party, 
arrived September 2, and proceeded home- 
ward with a rough passage. Permission asked 
to coal here. 

THE RESCUED CREW. 

St. Jonns, N, F., September 13.—The whole 
Proteus party are in good health and fair 
spirits. They were exposed thirty one days 
and nights in boats, making some. stoppages 
at intermediaté harbors. The Proteus was 
crushed in a floe of ice at 3 p.m., July 25d, 
and sank within seven bours. Fortunately 
the men had time to save their clothing, 
provisions, compasses and other necessaries to 
meet a protracted voyage. On the July 25th, 
the boats being equipped, provisioned and 
manned, a start was made, The scene of the 
disaster was eight miles north, northwest of 
Cape latitude 79°, 59 gnorth. Over 
600 miles of ice and frigid sea was passed 
before upernavik.was reached. No provisions 
were landed from the steamer, nor were any 
catches made, and all the stores intended for 
the arctic colonies relief went down in the 
steamer. Captain Pike, of the Proteus, says 
that as far north as Cape Sabine there was 
no trace of Lieutenant Greeley or his 
party, and his failure to come south to Little 
ton island to meet the relief

summer evokes grave apprehensions as to hi 
probable fate. [he Proteus was retreating 
home when the ice nip overwhelmed her. 
She got barely 15 miles north of the 
scene of the shipwreck. The prospects 
of the &reeley colony encountering the ngors 
of a tbfrd winter beneath the Arctic circle are 
mournful to contemplate. The crews of the 
Yantic and the Proteus are in exceilent 
health. (One death only occurred during the 
expedition, that of Henry Wilson, gunner’s 
mate of the Yantic, from apoplexy.

SAVANNAH, September 13.—The steamer 
Newport, from New York for Havana, was 
towed into Tybee outer roads this morning by 
the stegmer Western Texas. with her rudder 
disabled and coal and part of the cargo snift- 
ed. She had her deck house carried away 
and the cabins damaged in Sunday 
gale. The stewards were washed overboard. 
lugs were sent to her assistance, and she ar- 
rived at Venus point this afternoon. The

‘Margaret Harris, be, on the l{th day of Oc- 
tober next, between the hours of 10a. m. and 
2 p. m., at some convenient place to be select- 
ed within one mile of the courthouse, bangeu 
until dead.’’ The prisoner did not seem to 
realize the solemnity of her condition and 
faced the cgourt with apparent composure 
whilst he enunciated her sad, yet righteous 
fate, 

DUKES SENTENCED, 

David Dukes was then presented in front 
of the court and a sentence of hard labor in 
the penitentiary for and during his natural 
life pronounced againsthim. The court said 
but little to David; tHe of haying known 
him from his, Judge Fain’s, boy hoed, and of 
the comparatively Gusor life he must have 
lived while a slave, from the character of 
his Owners, contrasting it with the borrible 
Slavery he was now to endure during 
remainder of his life now in his declining 
years. He(Davids seemed calm, and looked 
into the judge’s face without a trace of 
nervousness or emotion while the sentence 
was being spoken. When the judge had 
finished Dukes asked him if he might bid 
bim farewell, and upon being answered in 
the affirmative walked up into the stand 
and shaking Judge Fain’s hand, said he 
hoped to meet him in heaven. As he was 
carried out of the courtroom to the jail he 
shook hands with several he knew. Gordon

Albany, Georgia. 
! THE NEW _OIL COMPANY, 
Special to The Constitution. 

ALBANY, September 11.—The Albany oil 
company have about completed their plant 
here, the machinery is being rapidly placed 
in position, and by the Ist prox. they will be- 
gin Operations in earnest. The capacity of 
this saga _ Ll be fully 30 tons of cotton seed 
per day, the produc tion of oil varying with 
the quality of the seed, which are this season 
exce tionally poor. Ginning and. picking 
have been going on at this mill for some time 
at the rate of twenty-five’bales per day. This 
feature of the business is a great convenience 
to the farners, and the raw cotton 
being hauled in from everv — section 
of the county for ginning and baling 
The rates charged are one dollar 
pey bale, ora certain proportion of the seed. 
By this means very much of the wastage, etc , 
in many Cases, stealage, incident to ginning 
and baling on the plantation, is saved to the 
planter, not to mention the better handling 
and preparation of the staple for market, the 
frequent. burning of ginhouses, etc. The 
saving of ex'ra labor too, ata time when !a- 
bor is in the greatest demand, makes another 
considerable item in his favor. Already a 
number of farmers around here, have dis- 
pensed with their engines anu using their gin- 
houses merely for storage of their cotton, 

THE COTTON CROP. 

Estimates as to the size of the cotton.in this 
section vary considerably, though few 
those in a position to know anything about 
it, rate it at above half a. crop;-while Very 
many think one third a liberal average. <A 
more general feeling of discouragement ap- 
pears to prevail among the larger planters 
this season, “pe ever before. I have heard 
of several who propose d to quit the business 
and betake themselves to other employments 
and avocations. The low price at which the 
crop ope ned, superadded to the great disap- 
pointment felt at the coll apse of their hopes 
alter an early season of unexpected promise, 
has proven too much for many of them. To 
these may be added another reason of even 
greater significance, viz: The increasing 
scarcity of labor. Not that another exodtis 
fever has broken out among the hegroes, 
that hands have really diminished in num 
ber, but that the railroads, turpentine distil 
leries and lumber milis, have drawn and are 
still drawing, so manv ?®way from the farm

THE HOUSE, 

The house met at nine o'clock and was 
call dtoorder by Speaker,Garrard. Prayer 
by the chaplain. The yoll was called and the 
journal was read. 

The report of the special joint committee 
appointed to invgstigate the agricultural de- 
partment were-gibmitted. There were two 
reports They were both read and various 
motions were made as to their disposition. 
Finally on motion of Mr. Jordan, of Han 
cock, both reports were laid on the table and 
the house ordered both reports printed with 
the evidence on which they are based. 

The majority report wassigned by M. A. B. 
Tatum, T C. Crenshaw, Jr., W. H. Payneand 
E. F. Hoge. . 

The report declares that $15,200 is annually 
appropriated for the support of the depurt- 
ment under the act of is74, which was in- 
tended to cover all expenses 
of the department with what funds we allow- 
ed itt the fees for the inspection of fer- 
tilizers.™ The committee find that the expen- 
diture of this sum, $15 200, has been properly 
accounted for by the commissioner. In the 
opinion of the committee, however, the 
expeuses of the department have gone be 
yond the limit fixed by law. The act con 
templates that the work shall be done by the 
commissioner and one clerk at $1,200a4 year. 
In fact there have begn four cierks, two at a 
salary of $1 200 each and two at $1,700 each to 
do the work which the commissioner and one 
clerk shou'!d have done according to a strict 
construction of the act. However, the em- 
ployment of this extra force was rendered 
necessary by the addition of the inspection 
of fertilizers, and the large increase of labor it 
occasioned, and the committee 
recommend the house to 
approve the employment of these clerks. Be 
sides, there is a porter at$50Ua year, and extra 

clerks were employed last year at a cost of 
$949 making the total cost of clerical force 
$6 340° 

Tne commissioner has fully carried out the 
law as Lo the inspection of fert_lizers excep! in 
the exercise of proper caution in distribution 
of tags to inspectors. The present law has af- 
forded, great protection to the farmers by 
guarantee ing the quality of guano. The tags 
have not been distributed in accordance with 
the law and ip some instance\ guano has been 
inspected in bulk. A large njamber of tags 
have been lost.

The tags represent five cents eac ch. making 
the total amount due $1,225.15. 

The inspectors claim that all the tags were 
not actuaily delivered to them, and that 
many of the packages were short. In some 
instances the tags were not counted when 
given to the inspectors or when taken from 
the printers. The commissioner snould al 
Wuys count the tags when received from the 
printer and again when deliy ered and charged 
to the inspector. 

The inspectors have not taken proper care 
to see that the tags were attached to the guano 
they inspected, and ofteh the t tags could have 
been detached and put on spurious goanoe. 

The inspectors. have not ascertained with 
proper accuracy the amount cf fertilizers 
they have been called in to inspect: in avy 
given bulk, and in many instances have re- 
jied on the statements of the persons asking 
the inspection. 

Very little spurious fertilizers has been sold 
in the state, OWing tothe Vigilance of the 
commissioner in detecting certain worthless 
brands. bine present inspec lion law in 
many respects defective and a more stringent 
law sheu. d oe enacted to protect the farmers 
ef this state. 

For the past season 125,000 tons of. guano 
were inspected and fees from the same 
amonted to $62,586 49. OF tbis amount $6 
O00 was paid to five inspectors, $3,000 iG state 
chemist. So O18 for tags, wax, etc , $SU0 to one 
nspector, makiag a total of S13, 118 03, which, 
with the appropriation of $15, 200 00 makes 

he total cust o¥ the department $26 318 03.

signed the warrants for it has violated the 
law. ~The report says the money was proper- 
ly drawn. Toe commissioner may not have 
exere ised due caution in distributing tags 1p 
instances, but the law of i! ron has 
afforded great protection to the planters 
ate. The pecount of the sbortage 
tags is identical with thatin the majority 
port, The inspec re quired LO 
the tags placed on the fertilizers. Though 
tags may  0be detached at the 
of the detachor the commitiee 
find that there has been very little fraud in 
the sale of fertilizers, owing to the eflioency 
of the commissioner and bis associates. ‘The

The report of the special joint committee 
appointed to investigate the agricultural de- 
partment were submitted. There were two 
reports They were both read and various 
motions were made as to their disposition. 
Finally on motion of Mr. Jordan, of Han 
cock, both reports were laid on the table and 
the house ordered both reports printed with 
the evidence on which they are based. 

The majority report wassigned by M. A. B. 
Tatum, fT C. Crenshaw, Jr., W. H. Payneand 
EK. F. Hoge. . 

The report declares that $13,200 is annually 
appropriated forthe support of the depe rt- 
ment under the act of is74, which was 
tended to cover all 
of the department with what funds we allow- 
ed it from the fees for the inspection of - fer- 
tilizers. The committee tind tnat the expen- 
diture of this sum, $15 200, has been*properly 
accounted for by the commissioner. In the 
opinion of the committee, however, the 
expenses of the department have. gone be 
yond the limit fixed by law. The act con 
templates that the work shall be done by the 
commissioner and one clerk at $1,200a year. 
In fact there have been four cierks, two at a 
salary of $1 200 each and two at $1,700 each to 
do the work which the commissioner and one 
clerk shouid hive done according to a-strict 
construction of the act. However, the em- 
ployment of this extra force was rendered 
necessary by the addition of the inspection 
of fertil)zers, and the large increase of labor it 
occasioned, and the committee 
recommend the house to 
approve the employment, of these clerks, Be 
sides, there is a porter at $50UVa year, and extra 

clerks were employed last year at a cost of 
$2498 making the total cost of clerical force 
$6 340 

Tue commissioner has fully carried out the 
law aS to the inspection of fertilizers except in 
the exercise of proper caution ino distribution 
of tags to inspectors: The present law has af- 
forded great protection to the farmers by 

uaranteeing the quality of guano. Tue tags 

ave not been distributed in accordance with 
the law and in some instances guano has been 
inspected in bulk. A large number of tags 
have been lost.

The tags represent tive cents eac ch, making 
the total amount due $1,225.15, 

The inspectors ciaim that all the tags were 
not actually delivered to them, and that 
many of the packages were short. In some 
instances the tags were not counted whdn 
given to the inspectors or when taken from 
the printers. The commissioner snould al- 
Ways count the tags when received from the 
printer and again when delivered and charged 
to the inspector. 

The inspectors have not taken proper care 
to see that the tags were attached to the guano 
they inspected, and ofien the tagg could have 
been detached and put on spurious guanos. 

The inspectors have not ascertained with 
proper accuracy the amount cf fertilizers 
they have been calied in to inspect in ay 
given bulk, and in many instances have re- 
jied on the statements of the persons asking 
the inspection. 

Very little spurious fertilizers has been sold 
in the state, owing to the vigilance of the 
commissioner in detecting certain 
brands. The present. inspection law. in 
many respects Gelective anda more strings nt 
law shou: d oe enacted to protect Lae farmers 
ef this state.

The house took up a bill to relieve the 
county of Wiilkinsen. The county had 
paid abeut $:5, 000 for services 
1n the suppression of smallpox in 1862. An 
act of the legislature of 1865 authorized the 
counties to sue the state for- such expenses, 
The claim was sued against the county, and 
jndgment was obtained. The county paid it, 
and then sued the state, and ob ained judg- 
ment. The bill wasto pay it. Mr. Lofton, 
of Bibb, supported it as a most just aud right- 
eous claim on thestate. Mr. Harriv, of Bibb, 
also supported it. The yeas were 66 and the 
nays 6U, so the bill failed of.a majority. 

The bill by Mr. Russell, of Clarke, to estab- 
lish the oftice of lieutenant governor, was 
taken up.

Charge cf Court, 
Blandford, J.—The Code provides that ‘the 

punishment for persons convicted of murder 

shail be death, but may be continement in 
the peni-entiary for life in the following 
cases: if the jury trying the case shall 
recommend; if the conviction is found solely 
on circumstantial testimony, the presiding 
judge may sencence to confinement in the 
penitentiary fur life; in tne former case, it 
is not discretionary with the judge, in the lat- 
ted-it is.’’ This statute leaves it in 
discretion of the jury as to whether they will 
recommend imprisonment for life in the 
penitentiary ofa person convicted of murder 
it is not limited or circumscribed in any re- 

Svect Whatever; nor does this law prescrive 

auy rule by which the jurv may or ought to 
‘xereise this discretion. Therefore a charge 

that the jury, in considering the question of 
recommending to mercy, shouid not be 
governed by their sympathies, but by 
judgments, approved by the evidence in the 
case and the law applicable to it, was error.
